War was 
common amongst Jivaroan tribes such 
as the Shuar, Achuar and Humabisa, and 
warriors often shrank the heads of their 
dead enemies and wore them around 
their neck as battle trophies.

IH:iL7il When eight-year-old Wu Shengjie 
from Suihua, Heilongjiang Province, tripped 
and fell while playing in a farmer's field, 
his hand became trapped in a weeding 
machine. The spinning blades of the 
contraption made short work of his right 
hand, and stripped his flesh right down to 
the bone. To date, Shengjie has undergone 
six major operations to save his hand, and his 
family has spent more than 200,000 yuan 
(£20,000) on treatment. Now Shengjie's 
father, Jinglong, is appealing for financial 
aid, as doctors believe it will cost the 
same again to fix his son's mangled mitt.

Ground-breaking alternative festival is poised to make 2014 a dark and decadent year 


IMAGINE THE GREATEST THREE DAYS 

of your life. Imagine being whisked away 
to beautiful, sprawling grounds in the English 
countryside, with zombie paintball in the 
woods, a circus top featuring deranged acts, 
and a steampunk area with museums, music 
and tea parties. Imagine 150 bands spread 
across five stages, with major headliners in 
the world of goth, metal and industrial. Add 
in club nights, workshops and spectacular 
art. Sounds like a dream come true? Well, 
that's exactly what it's about to become... 

Alt-Fest is a ground-breaking alternative 
festival that's debuting at Boughton House, 
Northamptonshire, on 15-17 August (or over 
five days for happy campers). The brainchild 
of d.Void and Missy Void, the lovely couple 
behind London's awesome goth / fetish 
crossover night, Club Antichrist, Alt-Fest 
is not only the first alternative showpiece 
of its type, but is also the first festival to 
be successfully financed through crowd 
funding (in this case via Kickstarter). 

In addition, people who've already pledged 
cash, effectively securing themselves advance 
cut-price tickets, have been voting for what 
Alt-Fest should include. And it's awesome. 

"If you look at other mainstream festivals, 
they book line-ups that they think people 
want to see," an excited d.Void tells Bizarre. 
"For Alt-Fest, we have solicited critigue 
across the entire spectrum of the festival, 
with potential goers voting on which acts they 
want to perform, and providing feedback on 
what other festivals got right or wrong." 

Alt-Fest will have five designated music 
stages - a main stage, plus goth, metal, 
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industrial / electronica and up-and-coming 
stages. There will also be a full-size circus top, 
headlined by The Circus Of Horrors, with other 
attractions including karaoke for adults and 
kids, zombie paintball in the forests, goth clubs 
raging through the early hours, and various 
art activities and workshops. After 9pm the 
circus top will provide adult-only performances, 
and d.Void has also promised a 100 per cent 
secluded adult area which will boast adult 
shopping, BDSM demos and a dungeon. 

"Apart from being the world's first 
crowd-led and crowd-funded festival, it's also 
the world's largest celebration of alternative 
culture, art music and lifestyle," says d.Void. 
"It's closer to the ethos of Glastonbury, with 
both adult and children's attractions, and 
a circus big top that is open for 12 hours 
a day, which will also include burlesgue 
shows and body modification. The festival 
is completely child-friendly, and under-12s 
will get in for free. But, at the other end of

the scale, we have a secluded adult area 
as we recognise that BDSM is a lifestyle of 
the alternative scene." 

At the time of writing, some 70 bands 
are confirmed to rock Alt-Fest, and include 
VNV Nation, Suicide Commando, Front 242, 
Covenant, The Fields Of The Nephilim and 
Atari Teenage Riot. However, there is still the 
matter of headliners to settle, some of whom 
may have been announced by the time you 
read this. d.Void promises that they are in 
negotiations with massive names - although 
one of the bands won't be Rammstein, who'll 
be taking 2014 off after a hectic 2013 schedule. 

"There are four to five possible headliners 
who are available, and we have the funds to 
book them," d.Void teases. "As well as the 
crowd funding, we have also raised money 
through sponsorship and private funding. 

One band we're speaking to sold nearly 
65,000 tickets when they last toured the 
UK across very few dates. We are confident 
of adding them to the line-up." 

The other exciting development is the 
venue that d.Void and Missy have secured. 
Situated in the grounds of a privately owned 
stately home in Northamptonshire, it's all 
flat grassland, forests and a disused WW2 
airfield. The couple has also sealed a 'blanket' 
license for the event, which means live music 
can legally continue until 4am. "And you 
know what the other great thing is?" asks 
d.Void. "The grass areas are completely flat, 
so if it gets interrupted by British rain, there 
won't be any Glastonbury-style mud baths."

BIZARRE MOURNS THE SAD PASSING 

of a true icon, worthy of the title guru; founder 
of a revolutionary community; a philosopher 
exploring the outer reaches of self-expression, 
self-exploration and what it means to be a 
mind inside a case of flesh and bone. Shannon 
Larratt was a unigue and valued human being. 

On March 15, Shannon - creator of the 
world's longest-established and biggest body 
modification website, BMEzine.com, and its 
online community forums, IAM.BMEzine.com 
- took his own life, bringing a chosen end to 
the increasing amounts of pain and debilitation 
he had been experiencing due to the rare 
genetic disorder, tubular aggregate myopathy, 
which causes calcium to be problematically 
deposited in soft tissues. 

Shannon contributed to Bizarre many 
times as a body mod expert, including to our 
very first issue, and underwent myriad heavy 
modification experiences himself, including 
receiving magnetic implants and eyeball 
tattoos. He was a strikingly eloguent and 
intelligent man, whose knowledge of body 
modification practices and theories was not 
only comprehensive, but also considered from 
a multitude of angles, from the aesthetic to 
the anatomical to the psychological. The 
communication of accurate, responsible 
information and education about body 
alteration was of great importance to him. 
Joyfully, so too was humour - his spoofs 
included convincing a number of press outlets 
to erroneously report that a guy had grafted 
his twin brother's entire arm onto his chest. 

He was universally respected throughout the 
body modding field, credited with inspiring 
many people in all manner of positive ways, 
and cherished by those who knew him well. 

"Shannon's death marked the saddest day 
in my life, and the saddest day in the whole 
of body modification history," says friend 
and modification artist, Samppa Von Cyborg. 

"I will always love him." 

There is so much we could write in celebration 
of Shannon, but it seems fitting to finish with 
a few words of his own. Prior to his passing, 
he prepared a final entry for his personal blog, 
Zentastic.com, which we recommend that you 
read in full. It included the following: 

"Seize every opportunity that's in front of 
you and live life to the fullest. Even with 
everything I've done, there is so much 
more I wish I'd squeezed in. 

"Have every adventure you can, and 
explore every street — although treat 
the one-way streets with caution. 

"Live a life that you can be proud of." 

Shannon left behind family including fiance 
Caitlin, ex-partner Rachel, and adored 
daughter Nefarious, AKA Ari, to whom 
we send our deepest condolences, ahxfox 
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THE WORLD OF HORROR WAS MOURNING 

a great loss on 20 March when iconic British 
writer, James Herbert OBE, passed away in 
his sleep at his Sussex home. He was aged 69. 

One of Bizarre ' s all-time favourite authors, 
London-born Herbert authored 23 novels and 
achieved worldwide sales of some 54m. His 
first book, The Rats, about mutant rodents 
running amok in London, was penned in a 10 
month period when he was just 28-years-old. 
When it was published in 1974, the initial 
100,000 copies sold out within three weeks. 

Between 1974 and the early 1990s, 
Herbert churned out a new novel almost 
every year. Among his most celebrated 
works are The Fog (1975), The Dark (1980), 
and The Magic Cottage (1986). Although his 
prolificacy slowed in later years, the guality of 
Herbert's storytelling never diminished, and he 
released the dark paranormal thriller As/? last 
year. He was also awarded an OBE in the 
Queen's birthday honours in 2010. 

When we announced James Herbert's 
passing on the Bizarre Facebook page, the 
tributes came flooding in. Here are some of 
the things that you said. 

"He was the author that took me 
away from The Discworld and opened 
up a whole new reality for me. I read 
The Rats when I was 13 and from the 


opening scene where the homeless 
guy is devoured, I was hooked!"

ALY-WAYS ULTRA 

Digital artist Alastair Aly' Fell is originally 
from Glastonbury, but now spends his time 
hiding away from the roaring winds and 
pouring rain in a Mancunian attic. He ended 
up oop North having studied art at colleges 
in nearby Salford and Chester, after being 
rejected by a Bath institution on the basis of 
him having a portfolio "too full of pictures of 
women" and, influenced by illustrators like 


Brian Labyrinth Fraud, allegedly unattainable 
dreams of "getting a job drawing silly little 
animals". Fell's first role after graduating? 
Official Drawer of Silly Little Animals at 
Cosgrove Hall Animation Studios. "I got to 
work on Danger Mouse, which was amazing, 
as I'd filled my eyes with that show as a kid," 
says Fell, who also worked on The BFG and 
Count Duckula ("In the heart of Transylvania, 
in the vampire hall of fame-yeah, there's not 
a vampire zanier!"). 

Next came a stint with computer game 
creators Core Design, mummy and daddy to 
Lara Croft - although Fell got shunted into 
the stables sketching silly little animals again 
for a PlayStation 2 title called Herdy Gerdy. 
Two years and a whole litter of started-off- 
great, now-starting-to-grate critters later, 
he left, and put in time at a variety of other 
studios before a major event made him 
realise that human life can sometimes be 
shorter than Willow's willy warmer, so you've 
got to live for the moment. "My partner 
became very ill with throat cancer," Fell 
recalls. "Thankfully she made a full recovery

That art turned 
out to be pictures 
of "strong woman 
characters who 
don't need a man 
to dangle off like 
some sort of 
appendage". Fell's 
females are rarely 
based on real 
lasses; he says he 
has "a look' and personality for my women 
that people have come to know as mine", 
although he finds he always needs to look at 
a reference picture to get their hands right! 

His heroines are crafted using a Wacom 
Cintiq model digital drawing board. "Digital 
artists often find themselves having to defend 
what they do, but I'm traditionally trained 
and every mark I make on my tablet is the 
equivalent of a brush stroke," philosophises 
Fell. His pixels are certainly popular: they've 
graced the covers of numerous books, 
including those by the best-selling author 
Christopher Moore and award-winning 
fantasy writer Seanan McGuire, and even 
decorated a deck of steampunk tarot cards. 

Speaking of fortune-telling, spell-casting 
and magick, Fell's currently finding himself 
to be inspired by English artist and occultist 
Austin Osman Spare - and recently had 
something a little magical happen to him 
at a Birmingham convention, too. "I met Katy 
Manning, who played Jo in the Pertwee years 
of Dr Who," he explains. "I had a signed 
image from her back when I was a nipper 
in 1974, but I lost it, so she signed the very 
same picture for me - now in colour - closing 
a 39-year circle!" Maybe it's not a dark Aly- 
way you'll find Fell, but a Darlek Aly-way?

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What happened when one of body 
modder Arseniy Andersson's clients 
requested a fake 'self harm' scarification 
to avoid harsh Russian army duty, , , 


A rseniy Andersson is an 

accomplished body modification 
artist based in Saint Petersburg, 
Russia. He prides himself on 
treating each procedure he performs "like 
a surgeon": operating under sterile conditions, 
using the best tools, jewellery and implants 
available, and educating himself by meeting 
with and learning from mod gurus such 
as Samppa Von Cyborg. We've featured 
Andersson in Bizarre before, along with 
his Leeds Suspension Team crew. While he 
says that his main motivations for modifying 
clients are "art, and to facilitate self- 
expression", a while ago he was approached 
by a customer who wanted something very 
different: he asked Andersson to safely scar 
his arm in such a way that it looked as 
though he'd been self-harming, so that he 
could avoid Russian army duty by claiming 
he was not of sufficiently sound mind. 

Russian men between the ages of 18-27 
are reguired by national law to serve at 
least one year in the military, with very 
few exceptions. Many guys don't relish the 
prospect, not least because they may well 
have heard stories about 'Dedovshcnina': 
a reputedly brutal and humiliating form of 
hazing that new recruits may be unofficially 
subjected to by those in higher ranks, which 
has been reported on by reputable sources 
such as The New York Times. In an 
exceptional case last year, a draftee named 
Ruslan Aiderkhanov was allegedly raped and 


tortured to death by his seniors, and a soldier 
who testified against the supposed attackers 
was later found shot dead. Even putting tales 
of Dedovshcnina aside, serving in the Russian 
army is widely considered to be extremely 
tough, and it is not uncommon for men to 
attempt to evade duty by various means. 

Andersson assures Bizarre that he is 
happy to be identified within this story, 
but other names have been withheld to 
protect the identities of those involved. 

We'll let him tell it in his own words... 

BATTLE SCARS 

"In theory, the Russian army is supposed 
to be a good place where youngsters go to 
learn how to become men - but that's only 
a theory. These days, the army, like so many 
state systems, has become flooded with 
corruption. It doesn't make people strong 
and brave, it just makes money. Large bribes 
to avoid service are common. I avoided being 
conscripted myself by pretending to be insane: 
I played a convincing role eye-to-eye with the 
conscription service psychologist, and after an 
asylum agreed with his diagnosis that I was 
too mentally unstable to serve, I was free. 

Of the friends I have who didn't manage to 
get out of serving, not a single one says he 
was taught skills or that the army helped him 
grow real man balls; they all say it was the 
worst experience, and a huge waste of time. 

"My client, 'Max', received his conscription 
letter aged 20. Russian bureaucracy is 


legendary, so he evaded being called up for 
a couple of years just because the army 
hadn't mailed him! He is a musician with 
a weak, slim constitution, and a pacifist. 

He feared he'd be terrorised by other soldiers, 
and did not believe in anything the army 
stands for, so he came to me for help three 
days before his medical exam was due. 

"'Max' wanted me to make it look as if he'd 
been self-harming, and he didn't want to slice 
himself as he wanted to be sure that the cuts 
would heal safely. I used a scalpel freehand to 
remove his skin under sterile conditions and, 
taking care never to pierce into the muscle, 

I tried to make the cuts look like believable 
self-harm marks - crude enough to fool the 
psychologist, but designed to heal in as neat 
and decorative a way as possible. 'Max' 
can always change his arm with further 
modifications in the future if he so desires. 

"A few days later the incisions had crusted 
over with blood. 'Max' looked perfectly suicidal, 
and he was sent to the asylum to collect his 
'white ticket' exempting him from army duty. 

I would never recommend that anyone try 
this themselves: 'self-harm' scars do not 
guarantee service exemption, and both the 
marks and the notice stating you are insane 
can have negative repercussions. But it was 
an interesting and challenging reguest that 
I chose on this occasion to fulfil. I'm much 
happier creating true body art, though!"

They're all friendly and helpful, 
and have collectively won many 
awards. Basically, I can't say enough 
good things about this place! 

The idea for my right sleeve came 
after many years of thought. I'd always 
wanted something in a family tree style, 
but I also wanted perfect portraits 
of my mum, dad and sister. So instead 
of normal portraits, I decided to portray 
my family as different characters who 
share their personal traits. 

I was excited to see the look on 
their faces when I first revealed my 
tattoo because, although they're 
hardcore (they own and ride Harley 


Davidson bikes), they aren't 
big fans of tattoos. 

I had my mum portrayed 
I as Mother Mary, as she's always 
taken care of me (and her middle 
name is Mary). I'd had a few too 
many beers on Christmas Day, 
so I decided to show her my 
tattoo just before our big lunch 
- and she burst into tears 
of happiness. On my inner 
bicep I have a portrait 
of my sister as a cherub, 
which is based on 
a photograph of her 
when she was two years 
old. Finally, there is the 
incredible image of my dad 
as a Viking.

S exton Ming is sitting in his North 

London flat telling Bizarre about his 
new musical project, an “avant-garde, 
noize, atmosphere” act called SLOG 
that he cooked up with his partner-in- 
crime, Wajid Yaseen. “We make real bowel-moving 
shit,” Ming reveals mischievously, spooning 
a fluffy chunk of jacket potato into his mouth. 
“We’re planning to lock punters into the venue 
so that they can’t escape, then we’ll 
see how long we can 
play for. But if the 
- music proves too 
much for us, we’ll 
‘ climb out of the 
ftpr window on a rope 
Wj ladder, leaving the 

music on loop.” 

This isn’t a fictional 
band or a wind-up. It’s 
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Ming playing his first 
ever gig as drummer of 
The Gruff Men, Medway 
College Of Art, 1981

through the streets of London as a militant 
transvestite, and written a novel about Adolf 
Hitler’s underpants while institutionalised for 
manic depression. And he has also just released 
a brand new album - Protect And Survive - on 
picture disc vinyl (below), which has left the 
Bizarre office excited and intrigued. 

When we’re greeted into Ming’s abode on 
a snowy day to listen to the new record, the first 
thing we see is a handsome cat purring for 
attention. We’re poised to stroke the 
moggy until Ming warns us that 
the poor thing’s “a little bit 
unhinged”. “He comes from 
a strange family where 
I think his mother was 
a nymph, and his father 
is also his brother,” he 
explains, ducking into 
the kitchen to check 
on the spuds roasting 
in the oven. “He’s 
normally lovely. 

But he does suddenly 
go psycho...” 

Welcome to the 
crazy and colourful 
world of Sexton Ming. 

THE GREAT COLLABORATOR 

Ming, who’s now in his early 50s, looks every 
bit the rebellious, dishevelled poet. He also 
bears a passing resemblance to comedian 
Ade Edmondson, but such an observation is 
as convenient (or lazy) as saying he sings like 
Captain Beefheart. As a musician, his gruff- 


throated, wayward style is unique, and 
he is often lauded as being a progenitor of 
‘outsider music’ - a term Ming describes as 
being “untrained, self-taught and not giving 
a fuck about any rule book”. 

In 2012, Ming released Dung Beetle Rolls 
Again, his sixth collaboration with long-time 
associate, artist and fellow ex-Medway Poet, 

Billy Childish, which Ming describes as being akin 
to The Doors’ LA Woman (“It has some gems, 

but you can tell they hated each other’s 
guts!” he jokes, possibly). Ming 
also worked with another 
Bizarre hero in 2006 - Adrian 
Stout of The Tiger Lillies 
- and released A Taste 
Of Wood, which 
featured acid jazzy 
synths, bizarre 
fictional bed- 
hoppers, and Velvet 
Underground-style 
string accompaniments 
to tales of paddling 
pools for hippos. A Taste 
Of Wood was a hugely 
entertaining album, and Ming 
has fond memories of recording it. 
But it’s onto the present we 
triumphantly march, and new album 
Protect And Survive. Released as a limited edition 
vinyl picture disc that boasts Ming’s own artwork 
and two extra tracks, there is also a download 
version for those who don’t get their grubby mitts 
on one of its 300-only limited run. “I hadn’t done 
vinyl for ages and totally forgot how it works,” 


coos Ming. “It’s great. You choose a great opener 
and a great ending, then you move onto side two, 
where you need another blockbuster to kick it off 
with. You lost that with CDs and then digital.” 

The two-sided approach means that Protect 
And Survive is also more eclectic than some of 
Ming’s previous releases. There are dancey tracks, 
singer-songwriter acoustic tracks (check out 
‘The Look Of Len’, a weird spacey take on Burt 
Bacharach’s ‘The Look Of Love’) and darker, 
ambient numbers, all springing up jubilantly 
and unpredictably across the two sides. 

Ming attributes the album’s wildly different 
styles to the field recordings he initially made for 
the albums. “I took a recorder out onto buses, and 
recorded myself performing in car parks,” he says. 
“The varying atmospheres dictated the mood of 
each individual track, whether they’re silly, dark 
or dancey. Most of my albums will get you into the 
groove and then throw you, but this album is very 
‘choppy-changey’. There’s also a pagan reason for 
us releasing it in May. My co-mixer and ‘tamperer’, 
Luther Blissett, says that if we release it on 1 May, 
the gods will smile on us and sell all the copies 
and make us loads of money!” 

ARTY FARTS 

Throughout his career, Ming’s work has often 
been tongue-in-cheek - but just as it can be weird 
and funny, it can also be dark, spiritual, surreal 
and beautiful. It all depends on his mood, which 
flits in a heartbeat. He’s certainly not shy of good 
old-fashioned toilet humour, though. When he 
launched his first solo art exhibition in 2005, 
he called it ‘Be Crappy’ after a picture he’d drawn 
of a clown taking a dump. In person, Ming — »

I: 
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has been a closet cross-dresser since childhood, 
and in the 90s decided that he wanted to see if 
he could gain the ‘scene’ some social acceptance. 
“It was nearly the turn of the century, but 
people still had a fucking problem with guys 
experimenting with femininity,” he says. “So 
I went out there to be proud and visual about it.” 
And he didn’t disappoint. Living life in heels 
and lippy for days on end, Ming was exasperated by 
the hostility he faced from the gay community. He 
devised the slogan ‘Equal Rights For Transvestites’, 
which he thought had a real ring to it and would 
nestle nicely alongside Gay Pride and Riot Grrrl. 
“The straights gave it the usual, ‘Oi, you fucking 
poof’, but gay people were hostile because they felt 
us ‘freaks’ were giving them a bad name through 
our fierce and ‘piss-takey’ behaviour. It was all 
about the pink pound back then, and gay people 
were desperately trying to be accepted into society.” 
Ming’s public displays of transvestism lasted 
for five years until he got it “out of my system 
so I could move onto the next thing”. During that 
period he was “occasionally” chased down the 
street. But, for the most part, London was the 
safest place for such provocative behaviour. 

But now Ming feels the capital is becoming stale. 

“The great thing about London is that no 
one gives a shit what you look like, where you come 
from and who you are,” he says wistfully, before his 
enthusiasm nose-dives. “That might be changing 
now because London’s becoming so beige and 
boring. I saw Wilko Johnson perform last night, 
the Dr Feelgood guitarist who’s been diagnosed 
with terminal cancer. He’ll probably be dead before 
the end of the year and it was an emotional affair, 
but the audience were boring. People have been 
homogenised since the turn of the century, 
and now they’re oblivious to sensation.” 
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swears absolutely fucking shit-loads, a habit 
he developed from growing up in a rough part 
of Gravesend, Kent, and rebelling against his 
“working class parents” who “pretended to 
be something they weren’t”. It makes him all 
the more entertaining - like an unrefined mutant 
blend of Peter Cook, Ivor Cutler, and Jim Royle 
from TV sitcom The Royle Family. 

“To me toilet humour is baring your 
soul,” chuckles Ming, well aware of how 
equally ridiculous and brilliant that statement 
sounds. “It’s important, just like a sick joke, 
because it diffuses horror so you can deal with 
it. The Germans don’t understand why Brits 
find farts funny, but farts sound funny. Jim Royle 
is a great character. He’s all, ‘I paid £1 for 
these pants, and 50p of it is up me arse!’ 

You understand that guy. He’s not trying 
to impress you with his wit or intelligence. 
Besides, what’s wrong with being 
fucking childish from time to time?” 

We’re definitely with Ming on this 
one. There’s nothing like a good poo 
or willy gag to lighten the mood. But 
some people have had a problem 
Ming’s cruder inclinations. 

The British cartoonist Ralph 
Steadman, who worked 
with hedonistic gonzo 
legend Hunter S Thompson, 
once dubbed Ming a 
“failed intellectual” when 
the Medway legend read 
an expletive-addled poem 
with his trousers around 
his ankles. But Ming says 
it’s impossible to shock 
people these days. 


“In the early days of the Medway Poets, 
Charles Thomson read a poem that was all, 
‘Cunt, cunt, cunt, cunt. . .’, and he’s the most 
nerdy, accountant-looking guy you’ll ever see, 
and he’s also really well spoken,” Ming recalls. 
“Audiences were going, ‘What the fuck is this’? 
But the punk ethic has changed everyone’s 
outlook. The last time people were shocked 
was when The Sex Pistols swore on the Today 
programme in 1976. It’s all so mainstream now. 
At one time you’d say you were gay, and your 
friends would be, ‘Quick, lads, bums to the wall!’ 
Nowadays to get a reaction like that you need 
to say, ‘I go to church every Sunday’. If you say, 

‘I worship Satan’, people will go, ‘Yeah, nice 
one mate, rock’n’roll!’ But if you say, ‘I believe 
in Jesus’, people don’t want to go near you!” 

So is Jesus is the new rock’n’roll? 

“I think it’s more like Jesus is the new 

Satan. Not literally of course, but you 
get what I mean...” 


SEX-TON WHEELS 

But if people have become harder to 
shock, Ming has never lost his desire 
to draw extreme reactions or 
challenge public conceptions. 

In the 1990s he went through 
a militant transvestite 
phase, when he fell in 
with well-known “freaks” 
such as Australian 
performance artist/designer 
Leigh Bowery, who formed 
the band Minty, and started 
dressing as a woman 
in public. Ming 
confesses that he 




CULT OF MING 

Ming has been performing a lot recently. The 
impending SLOG shows see him back to his crazy 
and inventive best. For those gigs, he promises 
to wear his gas mask with a microphone inside, 
which will be filtered through a bevy of strange 
effects. When we spoke, he was also set to perform 
at a London party to celebrate the release of Protect 
And Survive. But there have been times in the 
past where Ming has said that hell never perform 
again because he suffers from post-show 
comedowns. Ming, who has a history of 
depression and mental illness, says that constant 
self-doubt is a nagging thorn in his side, while the 
preparation, expectation and adrenaline rush of 
performing can be a physical and mental burden. 

“I don’t want to sound arty farty, because 
there are harder jobs out there,” he moans 
self-consciously. “But there is an element of being 
naked when you’re on stage. Sure, I’m excited by 
the new stuff, but afterwards I’ll probably take a 
break. I’m planning to move to Hastings with my 
wife (anti-conceptual ‘Stuckist’ artist, Ella Guru) 



where I’ll paint some watercolours, sell them for 
£50, and then fuck the rest of it! After a while you 
get tired and disillusioned, but I always come back.” 
Despite his unconventional career, Ming says 
he originally got into music after watching footage 
of Jimi Hendrix rip up Monterey, and decided that 
playing guitar would be a fantastic way to make 
lots of money and bed loads of women. He just 
took a detour along the way. But despite the 
penniless struggle of his chosen profession, 
he’s still somehow survived to be 
one of the nation’s most original, 
interesting and largely undiscovered 
artists. He’s built up a “small 
cult following” that should be 
bigger than it is. However, on 
a recent trip to a record shop, 
he did discover one of his old 
CD box sets called Revenge 
lurking on the rarities 
shelf. “It featured a guy 
on an anarchist radio 
bragging that he was 


going to break a world record for serial killing, 
which I had put over a Hawkwind-style space 
jam,” says Ming. “When I enquired about the one 
for sale, the shop guy said, ‘Sexton Ming is really 
favourable at the moment’, and told me that the 
box would set me back £100. 1 didn’t buy it, 
of course. I have a copy at home.” 

But if mainstream success has eluded Ming, 
critics have nearly always been firmly on his side. 
Like some great underground secret, people who 
know Ming’s outsider art are usually fans who 
rarely have a bad word to say about him. So what 
does Ming think about how these ‘critics’ react to 
his work? He nearly spits out the final chunk of 
his jacket potato, causing his “psycho” cat to 
jump. “Really, I don’t think I’m famous enough 
to be criticised,” he grins. “No one 
fucking knows who lam!”®

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KINKY KIDNAPPING 

was ambushed in 
a deserted and dark 
forest car park by two 
females who wrestle, 
and after several 
minutes of grappling 
I was completely 
overpowered,” recalls

‘Mr Stockholm’. “The physicality of the snatch 
made it feel genuinely threatening, terrifying 
and dangerous. It was the first time I had 
‘met’ my kidnappers and the sense of 
unknowing beforehand stoked 


the first time he’d arranged to be the victim 
in an erotic kidnap fantasy - in this case with 
Mistress Pip and Mistress Kali. Mr Stockholm, 
who is submissive and in his 40s, says he 
has been visiting dominatrices for 20 years, 
but had found his interests in BDSM waning. 

So, in order to reignite his desires, he began 
to search for something more extreme. . . 
and his thoughts soon turned to kidnapping. 

Since 2011, Mr Stockholm has been ‘grabbed’ 
and subsequently ‘abused’ numerous times by 
a variety of domineering captors, nearly all 
genetic women bar one transsexual (“My motto 
is ‘don’t be shy!” Mr Stockholm says). He records 
his experiences in a highly entertaining and adult 
online blog at Dominatrixkidnap.blogspot.co.uk, 
which gets “many” visitors, proving that he is 
not alone in his kinky tastes. 

“My ideal combination is a brutal abduction 
followed by some brutal torture, but then a shift 
in pace towards something more gentle that 
brings me emotionally close to my captor,” 
he says. “My scene name is derived from 


‘Stockholm Syndrome’ - the phenomenon where 
a hostage falls for their abductor. And I guess 
that’s where my ultimate fantasies lie. ..” 

BODYSNATCHIN’ BITCH! 

As deviant roleplays go, abduction is one of the 
most intense and gruelling. It’s also arguably 
the most ambitious, given the amount of 
preparation required, not to mention the level 
of risk involved, including police interference. 

A few years ago the US company Extreme 
Kidnapping, and the French company Ultime 
Realite, grabbed newspaper headlines for offering 
designer kidnap experiences, predominately 
targeting rich adrenaline junkies or ‘security’ 
professionals preparing for real-life scenarios. 

One kidnapping service, it was reported, had 


also begun catering for kinksters by offering 
miniskirted action-women as its intimidating 
kidnappers. But if you desire similar experiences 
in the UK, your options to date have been rather 
less broad. But now everything has changed. . . 

Mistress Tytania is a pro domme based in 
London. With a background in performance 
art, she set up her fantasy website The Urban 
Chick Supremacy Cell (UC-SC) back in 2010, 
providing femdom content and services with 
a military, boot camp twist. When a submissive 
male approached her enquiring about public 
kidnap fantasies, she couldn’t wait to get started. 
Mistress Tytania was soon evolving her site to 
take the form of a fantasy terror cell, specialising 
in re-educating “sexist male pigs” into the 
culture of female supremacy.

key targets. According to our dominant aggressor, 
nany Baader-Meinhof Group members were 
women who wore balaclavas and miniskirts, 
and robbed banks with guns. “At a personal 
and political level I don’t support any form of 
terror or harm against human life, Mistress 
Tytania says. “But as a sexy and kinky fantasy, 

I find it hot. And lots of other people do tool” 

MAKE ’EM SWEAT! 

For her femdom cell adventures, Mistress 
Tytania has teamed up with fellow London- 
based domme, Ms Slide, a popular mistress 
specialising in all sorts of naughty thrills. Their 
most recent adventure involved snatching a guy 
off the street in London, and driving him back to 
their studio for a kinky two-hour ‘interrogation’. 

“On the night of the kidnap, we were sending 
him text messages instructing him to go to places 
where we’d make him wait, before directing him 
elsewhere,” Mistress Tytania reveals cunningly. 

“It was dark and he didn’t know what we looked 
like. We were in a nearby car, and at one point 
he got very, very close. We were watching him 
intently, and you could see he didn’t know where 
to look or what to look for. He was nervous. ^ 

It was like playing hide-and-seek as children. 

Aside from basic espionage skills, ‘fetish 
kidnapping requires massive groundwork. 
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KINKY KIDNAPPING 


For starters, your victim presumably has a life, 
so you can’t just snatch them while they’re 
outside work having a fag, or meeting their 
mother for afternoon scones at Claridges. 

Then there’s also the issue of CCTV cameras 
- big cities such as London are filled with them. 
Finding a secluded spot in advance is imperative, 
otherwise the old bill could make a rather 
inopportune entrance. It all means a vague time 
and location need to be established beforehand, 
which can inevitably impact the suspension of 
disbelief that is necessary in order to make the 
victim feel genuinely tense. It’s a tough challenge. 

“It takes two weeks to organise a kidnap, 
and you can’t do it alone,” says Mistress 
Tytania. “We start the experience by posting 
threatening letters to our target signed

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by the UC-SC, warning them that they’re being 
watched. Of course, it would be brilliant if we 
were given a larger time frame where we could 
do the snatch at any time. I’d love to do that next!” 

Mr Stockholm, however, has been fortunate 
to try such an elaborate snatch before, in this case 
with the pro dommes Lady Louella and Mistress 
Nuit. He gave the pair a two- week window in 
which to snatch him, along with a diary of his 
movements for that period. Being unemployed 
at the time, he was more flexible. 

“I thought the uncertainty would be easy to 
deal with, but Lady Louella and Mistress Nuit 
devised cunning ways to keep me off balance,” 
he says. “In one instance, I was in my local 
restaurant when a woman I’d never seen before 
strode in and deposited an enveloped on my 
table and marched off. I was nervous, but I had 
to play it cool, lest the staff who I already knew 
well read too much into the incident. 

“Finally, I snuck off to the gents to open the 
compromising missive in private, only to find 
a card reading ‘We are watching you’. Every 
van that drove past suddenly presented a threat. 
Every stranger on a mobile phone near my house 
became an accomplice. Not knowing when the 
trap is to be sprung is mentally exhausting. 

My sleep during that kidnap window was broken 
and sweaty. Those ladies captured my mind long 
before they took possession of my body. . . ” 

BIND! TORTURE! THRILL! 

For most kidnap enthusiasts, it’s the tension 
around the snatch that provides the chief thrill. 

But once they’ve found themselves bagged 
and manhandled into a vehicle, there is still the 
physical ‘torture’ and interrogation to come. 

Rather than divulging his personal preference for 
any form of play, Mr Stockholm just says he likes 
the torture to be “brutal” and left to his captor’s 
whims. “If I prescribe too much of what is to 
happen, it reduces the tension,” he says.

trussed him up in our cell, and interrogated 
him,” she says. “He was a sexist male specimen, 
and our aim was to re-educate him into femdom. 
The most sexual torture we did was piss 
waterboarding, which is where you put a thick 
cloth over the victim’s face and soak it. When 
they breathe the moisture sticks to their skin and 
nostrils. It s suffocating and gives the sensation 
of drowning. We did this with our piss.” 

Ms Tytania describes her interrogations 
as being much like any other femdom session, 
with her victims tied, humiliated and beaten. ’ 
But for those who harbour kidnap fantasies, 
the preceding abduction intensifies the 
subsequent roleplay to unbelievable heights. 

Another British male sub operating under 
the scene name of ‘Kevin’ has harboured 
abduction fantasies since childhood, but 
combines it with his fetish for ball-busting 
and being beaten up by superior females. 

I remember as a kid watching a scene in 
the 1980s comedy Inner-Space where a man was 
kidnapped and held in a refrigerated van, where 
an older woman with leather gloves said she 
would ‘warm him up’ and poised her leather 
glove at his crotch to squeeze his balls,” Kevin 
recalls. “Kidnapping and abuse have always 
gone well together for me. I’ve never acted 
out a proper full-on abduction scene as yet, 
but I’d love to try it one day. I’ve been kicked 


I’d love to be taken to a facility with medical 
equipment and clear plastic sheeting 
everywhere, and then be totally abused. . . 

ADRENALINE JUNKIES 

Despite the demanding preparation, both 
Mistress Tytania and Ms Slide find executing 
kidnap fantasies utterly exhilarating. For them 
the level of risk merely fuels the fun. 

“There are so many factors that could go 
wrong,” says Mistress Tytania. “You re doing this 
in public and people could see you and call the 
police, but that’s what it makes it even more 
exciting. I’m a woman of action. I rock climb. 

I crave adrenaline. On our last snatch, three or 
four people walked past on the other side of , 
road. They didn’t stop or stare, though. That’s 
the great British public: people don’t give a shit! 
But we were also filming the kidnap, and because 
we were doing so in an ‘artistic area, people 
presumed we were making an art project. That s 
what we’d tell the police if they turned up.” 
Mistress Tytania and Ms Slide are already 
tinkering with the idea of staging a kidnap 
session in a forest, with the wilderness providing 
a secluded hunting ground for striking fear deep 
into the heart of their prey. 

“The idea of chasing someone in the woods is 
thrilling,” says Mistress Tytania, grinning widely. 
“Years ago I took part in a slave hunt in a forest 
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ABUSE! ! 


in Devon where we chased naked slaves. That 
was just like hide-and-seek as well. It was great!” 

Mr Stockholm has certainly got the bug too, 
and is ecstatic at how much it has rekindled his 
interest in femdom kink. Now he can’t wait to 
write about his adventures in his online blog. 

“What sets kidnapping apart from any other 
form of BDSM is the sense of prolonged unknowing,” 
he says. “It’s an adrenaline rush that accelerates 
as ‘K-day’ approaches, and will end up filling every 
spare moment that I have. By the time that hood 
is forced over my head, I’m begging to be taken 
away and released from my anguish. It rocks!”

uke Chueh is one of the most 
recognised, revered and hip 
artists in the world today. Specialising 
in minimalist, figurative paintings 
that often get branded with the 
‘lowbrow’ tag (to Chueh’s reported disdain), 
his paintings normally see sad-eyed bears 

- and occasionally rabbits and a few other 
beasts - enduring all sorts of gnarly shit. 

But as brutal as they are tinged with pathos, 
Chueh’s quirky-cool pictures are also wry, ironic, 
sardonic, biographical and - OH MY GOD! 

- ever so fucking cute. So what if a bear has 
just plucked out his own eyeballs? Don’t you 
want to give him a big hug and slobbery kiss on 
the cheek, before dragging him off to bed with 
your hot water botty and Spidey jim-jams? 

Born in 1973 in Philadelphia, but now 
a resident of Los Angeles, Luke Chueh originally 
wanted to be a graphic designer. That didn’t 
quite work out. Instead, in the mid-2000s he 
got his first big break as an illustrator and painter 
at the Cannibal Flower art show in LA. 

Since then, Cheuh has written and designed 
a magazine about weird and ‘intelligent dance 
music’ (IDM), and designed ads for guitar strings 
manufacturer Ernie Ball. His ever-growing — > 
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CUTE GORE 



army of celebrity fans now includes members 
of emo rockers Good Charlotte and Fall Out 
Boy, the latter for whom Cheuh designed 
the album art for 2008’s Folie a Deux. 

As well as his awesome pictures, Chueh 
has also designed a range of vinyl toys that 
include ‘Decapitated Bear Heads’ and a 
‘Possessed’ bear with giant claws. There’s also 
a BDSM My Little Pony project, created for 
a 2011 exhibition where Chueh’s cute pastel- 
pink toys indulged their kinky side and wore 
gimp masks. Right up Bizarre 1 s street, then. 

Last year, Titan Books published 
a sprawling, comprehensive collection of 
his work entitled The Art of Luke Chueh: 

Bearing The Unbearable. With all this excitement 
and bear-badgering activity, we decided to track 
down the man behind those tortured, hapless 
bears. . . and discovered a super-cool guy. 

Here at Bizarre we're still digging The Art 
Of Luke Chueh: Bearing The Unbearable. 

Had the idea for this book been in the 
pipeline for a while? 

Ever since I began showing my art in Los 
Angeles, I scanned and documented every 


painting I created, hoping that there might 
one day be a book of my work - I think most 
artists dream of that. So when LA pop art 
specialists Gallery 1988 approached me with 
the idea, I couldn’t say ‘no’. The process took 
over a year, but I’m happy with the results. 

You've said that the first question people 
always ask you is, “Why a bear?” So we're 
going to ask, “Why the rabbits?” (But feel 
free to tell us about the bears as well...) 

I use bears because I picked up that nickname 
or pet name with friends and past girlfriends. 
There was also a time when my friend and 
I were dabbling with hallucinogens, and we 
decided we were Care Bears. For years later 
she and I would refer to each other as ‘Jaime 
Bear’ and ‘Luke Bear’. When I started painting 
in 2003, it seemed like the right character 
to represent me. As for rabbits, they’re 
creatures rife with symbolism. They’re notorious 
fornicators, they’re fast and over-confident, 
they’re ‘cute’ and, for some reason, they 
resonate deep in our psyche. Considering 
the kind of work I do, I think incorporating 
a rabbit into my visual lexicon makes sense. 


Do you have any fond childhood memories 
of teddy bears? 

I had a teddy bear that I received from my folks 
when I was five-years-old. It was the only teddy 
bear I really remember loving. It was beige and 
wore red overalls. Nowadays I don’t really collect 
teddy bears, but I do have plenty of bear-themed 
toys that I have either personally collected or 
were gifts from friends or fans. 

We love your ‘Saturn Devours His Son 
(Rabbid Remix)', which reinterprets 
one of the most terrifying paintings ever 
(Francisco Goya's ‘Saturn Devouring His 
Son'). Are you a fan of the original? 

I’m a huge fan of the original. It’s one of the 
paintings that helped me come to terms with 
incorporating gore and violence into my work. 
My version of ‘Saturn Devours. . .’ is definitely 
a homage to that Goya masterpiece. 

Can you see yourself remixing other 
‘disturbing' classics? A Caravaggio 
decapitation, perhaps? 

I can definitely see myself taking on more 
classics. Rembrandt’s ‘The Anatomy Lesson 
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Of Dr Nicolaes Tulp’ is a painting I aspire to 
take on one day. But good call on Caravaggio. 

For all the scenes of cannibalism, 
dismemberment, blood and gore in your 
paintings, one thing that stands out is the 
sadness in your characters’ eyes (think 
‘I Asked For Scrambled’, The Queen Is 
Dead’, Another Useless Gift’). Your pictures 
can be despairingly sad, albeit in a humorous 
and ‘aww’-inducing way. Is there a trick 
to creating such unique pathos? 

If there is a ‘trick’ to making my paintings work, 
I’d say it’s my sincerity. I think that my paintings 
are undeniably a reflection of myself, and the 
paintings you refer to were created while I was 
struggling with a serious substance abuse 
problem. I’ve since deduced that the blood and 
gore was a metaphor for my addiction. I’ve been 
sober now for over two years, and though I still 
deal with depression regularly, I can definitely see 
my work moving away from blood and gore and 
maybe embracing a more ‘sardonic’ message. I’m 
excited to see how my work evolves in the future. 

You mentioned earlier that you 
had trouble coming to terms 
with the gory aspect to your 
work. Is this why? 

[ guess I was also afraid 
that collectors would be 
turned off to the darker, 
bloody stuff. I couldn’t 
imagine them wanting to 
show images of bears ripping 
themselves to pieces. But I felt 
that the imagery would be an interesting 
contrast to my character design. 

Do you ever get children running 
screaming from your work and 
devastated that their cute, lovable bears 
are being hurt in dramatic ways? 

Nope. Kids love my work! 


picture or even an Itchy And Scratchy 
cartoon and think, “Oh yeah, that’s good...” 

I always get excited when I see anything that 
shares a similar visual aesthetic to me. I think 
it helps reinforce my feelings that what I’m 
doing is also a reflection of the times. 

You did the album art for Fall Out Boy’s 
Folie a Deux in 2008. How did that 
collaboration come about? 

My friends at Gallery 1988 approached me 
about it. As I understand, the guys in Fall 
Out Boy are friends with Joel Madden of 
Good Charlotte, who was one of my biggest 
collectors. Madden even had a room dedicated 
to my work. Pete Wentz of Fall Out Boy was 
then introduced to my art through Madden, 
which led to our partnership. 


Josh Madden, brother of Good Charlotte’s 
Joel, says that to meet you is to “understand 
what your soul truly is”. How would you 
describe your soul? 

My friends say I’m “the happiest sad person” 
they know. That’s probably not really answering 
your question, but I’m not really sure how to 
describe my soul. Maybe ‘a dark, yet colourful 
mass with a pinhole of light shining through 
the centre’? 

You’re a fan of uniquely weird and brilliant 
electronic acts, particularly on the Warp 
label, and post-rock. Is it strange having 
fans from this alt.rock/punk scene? 

I guess it can seem a little contradictory, 
but when I moved to LA I lost touch with 
a lot of the indie electronic music and started 
listening to more indie / alternative rock. I think 
the narrative style of my work lends itself better 
to rock music rather than the more ‘abstract’ 
sensibilities of electronica and IDM. 

Your toys are also ace. What toys did you 
play with as a kid? 

Thank you! I’m flattered that you like my toys. 

As a kid, I played with things I think all kids in 
my age/economic group played with: Star Wars 
figures, Transformers, G.I. Joe and LEGO. 

In the book, Patrick Lam of designer toy 
company Munky King recalls how he 
caught you shoplifting (but you weren’t). 
What were you in fact doing? 

At the time the toy company, Toy2R, 
were producing a toy line called Qee, 
which were all created by various artists 
and designers. There was one Qee toy that 
I particularly wanted, which was designed by 
the American artist Dalek (AKA James Marshall). 
But because these toys were sold in ‘blind boxes’, 
you didn’t know exactly which toy you were 
buying. It’s basically gambling. To up the odds 
on buying the Qee I wanted, I was trying to 
peek into each of the boxes, but damaging the 
packaging in the process. As you can imagine, 
this would have upset any store owner! — » 


Without overlooking what your pictures 
are about, do you ever see a Bunny Suicides 
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Have you ever shoplifted? 

Yes I have shoplifted, and I mostly got away 
with it. But the last time I shoplifted I got caught. 
It’s a moment I’d rather not think about. 


You exhibited a BDSM My Little Pony 
at an art show last year. Can you tell us 
more about that kinky piece? 

I was invited to participate in the My Little 
Pony show, so I started by considering all 
the different aspects of horse/pony culture. 

I landed on the fact that horses used to be 
branded, like cattle, as a declaration of 
ownership. From there I made the connection 
that branding was also a part of the BDSM 
lifestyle, so I took those elements and simply 
combined them. It was a fun project. 




flattering things a fan can do. In my eyes 
it means the fan connects to a painting in 
such an intimate way that they are inspired 
to have it tattooed onto their body. I think most 
artists would be stoked to know their work 
resonates with their audience in such an intense 
manner. Of course, I’ve seen as many good 
tattoos as I’ve seen bad! But, no matter what. 
I’m touched by the support and am happy to 
show peoples’ ink on the ‘Sightings’ page of 
my website. 

Do you have any tattoos of your own? 

No, I don’t have any tattoos, but I’ve definitely 
flirted with the idea. I think I’d start with my 
logo on my left arm. 

Finally, what are your personal favourite 
works in the book, and why? 

Some of my favorite paintings include ‘The 
Alchemist’, ‘Disintegration’, ‘It Takes More 
Than A Jumpsuit’, ‘Another Useless Gift 
(Revisited)’, ‘Soundtrack (To My Life)’, 

‘Swarm’, ‘Bear In Mind’, ‘Whitewash’, ‘Ball 
& Chain’, and ‘My True Self’. This is just a list 
off the top of my head. I guess the reason 


why I love these paintings is because they 
illustrate my ideas in a way that I don’t 
feel I could better. 

It s interesting that you've also opted 
for less violent pictures. Going back to 
your earlier answers again, do you think 
this is because you associate the gore 
with your past addictions? 

I can honestly say I never really thought 
about it like that. But after a while I definitely 
considered my use of violence as a bit of 
a ‘crutch’, while my ‘ironic’ works required 
me to think harder and deeper about my 
subjects. I also think their messages are 
potentially much deeper than the blatantly 
violent ones. Concerning my personal favourites, 
I think they all have their own inherent 
violence within the image. To me, ‘The 
Alchemist’, ‘Disintegration’, ‘It Takes More 
Than A Jumpsuit’, and ‘Swarm’ are all filled 
with implied violence. ®

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CLASSY BONDAGE 



Superheroines in distress. Naughty Brits. 
Batman perversions. And the sordid 
girl-on-girl adventures of O-girl. . . 

With the release of a new book called 
Kinky Bondage Obsession, iconic 
bondage photographer Jim Weathers 
tells Bizarre what it's like to tie up 
the world's kinkiest models 
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I o many people, 
bondage is a dirty word. 
Mention it to your 
1 average ‘vanilla’ plebeian 
- at least one that hasn’t 
yet picked up a copy of 
Fifty Shades Of Grey from 
Heathrow - and they’ll 
probably envisage sweaty 
chaps in gimp masks 
being whipped black and blue by dommes in 
cheap PVC that’s ripped at the butt-crack. 

Bondage, however, isn’t essentially cheap, 
dirty and tacky. Nor is it always about inflicting 
pain and suffering (although it can be, of course). 
In fact, bondage can be intimate and beautiful. 

Californian photographer Jim Weathers 
has spent the last 15 years correcting the 
misnomer that bondage is scandalous and 
pain-oriented. Instead, his glossy images find 
artistic glamour in the sight of hapless women 
being restrained, tied-up and dominated, 
their impeccable forms exaggerated by skin- 
tight rubber, nylon and skyscraper heels. 

Yet despite their trademark class and style. 
Weathers’ kinky shoots also ripple with such 
fiendish levels of eroticism that they could 
draw sweat from a stone. 

A latecomer to fetish, Weathers didn’t start 
shooting kinky pics until he was 35, back in 
1997 when this style of photography was still 
a taboo. While honing his photographic craft, 
he’s snapped major fetish stars such as Eve 
Ellis, Randy Moore, Christina Carter and Mosh, 
confessing that he almost exclusively uses models 
who are into what they do - such as being tied 
up, or sucking on another woman’s nylon-coated 
tootsies. He also directs adult films for his 
all-female website, Bondagecafe.com, which 
branches into associated kinks such as foot worship, 
superheroine domination and B-movie damsels in 
distress scenarios. There’s also another exciting 
site in the works, Jimweathers.com, which 
promises all the frills but without the bondage. 

Jim Weathers’ stunning photographic work 
is currently being celebrated in a new tome, Kinky 
Bondage Obsession, which features over 500 
pictures of fetish goddesses wriggling and squirming 
in elaborate patterns of rope. We can’t get enough 
of it, and we bet you’ll feel the same way too. . . 
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Hello Jim. Would you describe your style 
as ‘glamour bondage’? 

I describe my work as ‘bondage art’. I just try to 
make what I do beautiful, which isn’t that easy. 
When I started this 15 years ago, no one else was 
doing it. It took an awfully long time to convey 
what I had in my head into a picture format. 

In Kinky Bondage Obsession, most of the photos 
are from 2008 and beyond. That’s not because 
the bondage is necessarily better, but because 
I’ve improved as a photographer. 

Your photos certainly are as beautiful as 
they are sexual... 

Bondage isn’t an evil, dark thing, but even today 
it’s often portrayed as very stark and not pretty. 
My work has always been playful, and that’s 
what bondage really is. It’s not necessarily about 
pain and degradation, which aren’t elements that 
I’m into. My rope work is very intricate, and I’m 
always trying something different. I’m influenced 
by the classic bondage art styles of people such 
as fetish pioneer John Willie (1902 - 1962). 
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How much preparation goes into tying up 
the girls before a shoot? 

You’d think that I begin with a plan, but I don’t. 

I’ve been a musician since I was 10, and my 
rope-work is another free improvisational 
art form. Through experience I know what 
works physically, but I wind rope around 
people and see what comes out comes out. 

Only once a year will I think something is 
awesome - but I know I’m good at what I do, 
so I hold myself to a high standard. 

What are some of your proudest shoots in 
the new book? 

I did a ‘tie’ with Randy Moore in a purple 
catsuit, which is both in the book and on its 
spine, and that’s probably one of the best ties 
I’ve done in five years. It is one of those rare 
instances where I was totally in awe of myself. 
Randy’s ability to pull off what she did is 
incredible, though - until you put your arms 
back in that position, you can’t possibly 
understand how difficult and uncomfortable 
it was for her. It’s important with bondage 
shoots that you have a photographer who 
knows what they’re doing, otherwise a model 
could get really hurt. I can’t stress that enough. 

How long have you had an interest in 
bondage and fetish? 

Since I was five- or six-years-old. Obviously 
I had no idea what it was back then, and I didn’t 
start photographing until I was 35. People find 
things to do that are a natural fit. I sold 
computers for 15 years and felt like a fraud 
doing it, even though I was successful. However, 
with bondage I knew that I was good at it 
professionally from day one. 

Was it hard finding models when you first 
started out? 

If you were new to this business, like I was, it was 
almost impossible to find people to work with. 

There was an internet, but most people weren’t on 
it yet. We eventually found Eve Ellis, who realised 
we weren’t crazy people. It became easy to find 
models after that. If you approach someone in 
a strip club - which is a horrible thing to do 
anyway - and you show them your work, they 
looked at you like you’re a leper. The conception 
of what bondage actually is versus how the 
media portrays it has always been a problem. 

I hope that my work has helped changed some 
perceptions. Fifteen years ago it was impossible 
to find a good catsuit. Now you go into a 
mainstream clothing store for 20-year-olds in 
America and there’s fetish wear everywhere. I’m 
glad what I started what I did, though. It would 
be difficult to have a career in today’s market. 

You have shot many well-known fetish 
models. Are some of them more into bondage 
than the others? 

To be a bondage model there has to be a part of 
you that enjoys it. Of the models I photograph, 

90 per cent of them like being tied up, and 30 
per cent of them LOVE it. I try not to work 
with people who are not interested in bondage, 
otherwise it becomes too much work and I have 
better things to do. Eve Ellis and Dita Von Teese 
both took to the challenge and wanted to be the 
best at it. Mosh, Christina Carter, Emily Addison, 
Randy Moore and Kendra James - who are all in 
the book - are others that have that same drive. — > 
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Are all the fetishes in your work also 
personal fetishes of your own? 

My pictures are me, but it’s actually the clothes 
that are more important for me than the bondage. 
Bondage on a nude girl does nothing for me 
whatsoever. It’s just the way I’m built. I love 
really nice stockings, corsets, PVC, latex and 
very high-heeled shoes, which I own a lot of. 

In fact, I’ve got two walls full of high-heel shoes. 


Your wife must love you. . . 

She does. As it happens, she’s also the make-up 
artist in the book. 


Is there a pop culture influence to your work? 

Yes, I grew up in the 1960s and 70s and saw 
Catwoman and Batgirl from a very young age. 
Then, between the ages of 11 and 20, 1 lived in 
London, and I think the Brits are more kinky than 


the Americans, which showed in their pop 
culture. The Americans would never have had 
something like St Trinian’s in the late 50s. Brits 
are more reserved, but I think this makes them 
overtly kinky. The guy who produced 1960s TV 
spy show The Avengers was famously into fetish, 
so it’s pretty obvious why he started dressing his 
female characters in crazy outfits and making 
them dominant. If you put the equivalent of the 
old Batman show on TV today, there would be 
uproar because of the heavy fetish and S&M 
element. The makers got away with it back then 
because people didn’t see it for what it was. 


You also shoot films and clips for your 
site Bondagecafe.com, which has a strong 
superheroine / B-movie vibe... 

I always wanted to do a superheroine story. 

My character, O-girl, played by Christina Carter, 
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is really the old Batman show with a bunch of 
girls. It’s the most fun and complicated of all 
my videos to shoot. One crazy O-girl scene could 
take a whole day, such as the scene where she’s 
trapped by a swinging pendulum. It’s expensive 
to do, but people love it. 

What are some of the most elaborate sets 
you've put together? 

In the episode The Return Of The Black Minx’, 
Christina Carter was strapped onto an upright 
slab - but the angle she was tied at made her 
feel terrible, so we had to take a break every 
five minutes. It eventually took seven hours to 
complete in total. We’ve also created man-eating 
plants, sawmills and quicksand sets which went 
beyond ridiculous. They said that, at the time, 
Batman was the most expensive show to 
produce, and I can understand why. Not only 
does everything have to be made from scratch, 
it has to be super-safe too. 

There seems to be a quite a big subgenre for 
‘damsels in distress' scenarios these days... 

It’s a huge genre. I was the ‘grandfather of 
damsels in distress’ as fetish, but now I don’t 
do it nearly as much as everyone else. Some 
people take it the wrong way. If you watch ‘Black 
Minx’ there’s a lot of comedy in it. If I shot it 
without the camp, it would become very dark. 
Our superheroine stuff is camp and OTT, and 
not meant to be taken in seriously. 

Do all your films end in girl-on-girl sex 
and orgasms? 

Of course, if I weren’t doing that I’d be making 
a mainstream superhero movie. It just so happens 
that in all my movies there are only lesbian girls. 
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Bondage is really about sex for me. It’s not about 
degradation, humiliation or hurting someone. 

All these public preconceptions involving S&M 
dungeons, and people being whipped and 
screaming is not what I’m portraying. 

Foot worship and stockings are also 
prominent in your videos... 

Yes, I’m a leg guy. So that’s what people see. 

Do you exclusively shoot females? 

Yes, I don’t do boy-on-girl porn. I’m also opening 
a new site - Jimweathers.com - which is much 
more girl-girl fetish with no bondage. 

So are there any rules to shooting bondage? 

I have three main rules. It has to look good and 
interesting. The bondage has to be effective 
- the gal can’t get out if it, regardless of how 
much she tries. And the rope needs to be tied 
in such a way that its stays in the same place. 
This is one of those ‘rules’ that sounds easy, 
but is actually the most challenging aspect of 
good bondage. It’s really difficult to tie ropes 
in such a way that the gals can’t move around, 
either inadvertently or on purpose. ®

But the best-laid plans rarely run 
smoothly, especially in horror cinema, 
and so there's plenty of death and gore 
as the story unfolds, and dozens of over- 
the-top moments when the protagonists 
stumble on the vicious booby traps 
The Collector has installed at every turn.

The question everyone's asking: 
why has it taken you 40 years to 
record a follow-up to Raw Power ? 

It's complicated, but basically I'd 
stopped playing music. So I couldn't 
really do much. 

Your guitar playing is the main 
reason why Raw Power was so 
great. Johnny Marr described 
you as ’Darth Vader on guitar'. 

Why did you stop playing? 

We'd run into a dead end as a band. 
We were touring and trying to get 
new deals, but we just weren't 
popular. Eventually Iggy took off with 
David Bowie to try a solo career, and 
I decided I couldn't stomach the music 
business any more. I tried becoming 
an audio engineer, but I couldn't stand 
recording bands that I didn't like. 


So I went back to school and became 
an electronics engineer and had a long, 
successful career in Silicon Valley. 
Music was far from my mind when 
I got a call from Iggy in 2009, saying 
that Ron Asheton [The Stooges 
guitarist / bassist] had died. 

Did Raw Power really get a bad 
reception when it released in 1973? 
Oh, it was awful. It went right into the 
bargain bins just two weeks after it 
came out. It was awful. 

Yet it now consistently ranks 
high in most critics' 'best albums 
of all time' lists... 

Yes, and it still sounds great and 
current. You can't say that about many 
40-year-old albums. People couldn't 
relate to our sound back then. Iggy 
said it best when he said there wasn't 


a vocabulary to describe it. Then 
bands like the Sex Pistols, Nirvana, 

Red Hot Chili Peppers and Guns N' 
Roses came along, and they were 
all influenced by what we did. Slowly 
we became popular because of them. 
But I think we do it better. 

Ready To Die sounds remarkably 
feisty. Is it something of a 
misnomer that age is a barrier 
to making exciting rock music? 

40 years may have passed, but there 
are many things about us that haven't 
changed. It depends what you do 
with that age. If you're trying to be 
something you used to be, you'll never 
succeed, but if you're trying to be 
yourself, then you will. 

My ears still bleed listening to Raw 
Power. The production on Ready To 
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WE'RE OUT

Die is a bit more ’friendly'. I'd just 
like to say Fm appreciating it... 

Thanks, I produced it. Raw Power was 
the first album I ever did, and I really 
didn't know what I was doing, so 
I deferred it to Iggy, but he's not 
a technical guy. There are so many 
technical problems with Raw Power 
because we did it on our own without 
any adult supervision. Later, when 
Bowie remixed the album for us, 
he didn't have much to work with. 

But people like Jack White have 
made a career out of loud guitar, 
vocals and a little drums. 

I saw The Stooges perform a few 
years ago, and 60-something Iggy 
still runs around the stage like a 
demented 18-year-old. It f s hard to 
believe, but awesome all the same. 
If you come to see us now, that's still 
true. I'd put this band up against any 
band. We know how to rock, that's just 


the way it is. Judging by some of the 
new bands around, that's a lost art. 
Does that mean Iggy is still 
whipping his dick out onstage? 

There have been a few close calls. 

His jeans slip down his hips, which 
isn't a great sight from where I'm 
standing. I don't think Iggy needs to 
prove anything, but he will still stage 
dive and, up until recently, we were 
doing stage invasions. We're out there 
to rock you. Whatever Iggy has to 
do to get people excited, he'll do it. 
Are your hedonistic lifestyles of 
the 1970s a thing of the past? 

We would have killed ourselves back 
then if we had the money to do so. 
Being broke was the only thing that 
saved us. We were also unprofessional 
back then: we'd miss shows or play 
entirely new material at every gig, 
which confused audiences. We're all 
older and wiser now. But everything's 


different. We were inducted into 
the rock'n'roll hall of fame and now 
have a huge fanbase. 

Have you got any UK dates 
planned for the future? 

We will be touring Europe all 
summer, including the UK. 

We interviewed Mistress Liliane 
Hunt who trains ’human animals'. 
She often quotes Iggy, who said: 
"Fm not ashamed to dress ’like a 
woman' because I don't think it's 
shameful to be a woman". She 
applies this philosophy to people 
dressing as animals. Thoughts? 
There's room for everybody in this 
world as long as they're not hurting 
anybody. There's a big movement in 
Germany where these guys feel an 
affinity to Native Americans and feel 
compelled to dress up and behave 
like them. I don't know if that would 
work for me, but why not?

One of the neat twists even before 
you get to the game is that Guacamelee! 
is playable across both PlayStation 3 and 
PS Vita; a single purchase giving access 
to both versions. Also, your saved game is 
shared, via Cloud storage, between PS3 
and PS Vita - if you own both you can 
continue the same journey on whichever 
screen you choose. Both look sweeter 
than a truck-load of churros. 

Behind the mask Guacamelee! is an 
old-skool beat 'em up that bangs upon 
similar drums to 1990s classics you may 



know such as Castlevania Symphony Of 
The Night, and Super Metroid. You can go 
it alone, or play co-op with a pal, sguaring 
off against the minions of hell. Only this 
isn't the grim kind of videogame hell as 
we've come to know it. 

The guys at DrinkBox Studios in 
Toronto decided to do something that 
was less fire and brimstone meets pipe- 
organs and more Fiestas Patrias with 
pinata. As DrinkBox design lead 
Chris McQuinn informed Bizarre, 

"You can see the Mexicana vibe 
throughout the entire game, with respect 
to art, storyline and design. Some 
examples are seen when the player falls 
down a giant cenote, or encounters a 
boss named X'tabay, who is based on a 
siren from Mexican folklore."
